The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary reason 
for the allowance of claims 1 and 2 is the inclusion of a molding part of the weather strip having 
an insertion hole and bag-shaped fitting grooves, the grooves having an opening at a lower end, 
and an insert clip having a plate-shaped body part, a clip part and pawl parts, wherein the clip 
part is inserted into the insertion hole and the pawl parts each stand upright from an outer end of 
the body part and are received within the corresponding fitting groove lower end to secure the 
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weather strip to a door panel of a car. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combinations of features absent the applicants 5 own disclosure.
